land, while Jamonting also the attitude atopted: 


in tue United States with reference to affairs 
in Russiu. The Grand Duke said :~ 

“You must ranember that I amo Grand 
ror, 2g Buch 
extromely loyal to him. aud Tam a Russian 
from the crown of my head to the tipa of my 
toes. What information can I give you?” 

The correspondent said that the newspapers 
abroad had been publishing many statements 


| regarding the events of January 22. 


* “T know,” responded the Grand Dake. *‘I 
have read the avcounts in the foreign Press, 
and I s‘wod aghast at the frightful story of the 
butchery of junocent people which I have seon 
printed. I know they say that well-intentioned 
patriots going pencufully to pluce thyir yriev- 
ances before his Majesty, with privsty ut their 
head, were ruthlessly shot down in the street; 
but wo know that behind that. poacefal pro- 
cession was an avarchistic, Socialistic plot, of 
which an overwhelming majority of the work- 
4Inen_were—merely. innecent toals. We kuow 
from examination of the dead and of those 
atrested that somo of the alleged priests wore 
actually revyolaionary agitators and students 
in disynise. Wo sased-the city from the mob. 
Unfortunately, bef-re this vould be done, 
innocont ond guilty alike had to suffer, but, 
suppé ¢ that 140,000 men had ronched the gates 
of the Winter Palace, ‘hoy would “hare 
sacked it as the mab sacked Versailles. From 
the Palace they would have gone alsawhoro, and 
the whole city would have beon dolivarod over 
to anarchy, ri-t, bloodshed, and flames. Oar 
dnty was the duty of every Government. The 
same situation has confrouted the cities of. 
other countries. : 

“Why, becaun wo aco in Ruasia, should the 
whole world point tho figgor of acora at us in 
tho midst of our difeulties? Why should we 
be turned upon! Why should Aworica in 
particular misintorpret and think ill of us? We 
lave always boen friends; frionds for a-contary; 
friends when America nucedod friends. I 
remember when Aimerica was our great friond. 
Why is all this change? What hos Russia 
done to desorre it? What has Russia done to 
Amorien > Why should the foroign Pross, and 
especially the English Pross, licsitate béfore no 
calumny, no invention? These pap-rs do not 
explain that on Saturday overy dead.wall in St, 
Potsrabnrg was placarded with warnings to the 
people not to nssomble, “No; hut thoy tell the 
story that thousands of innocont persons were 
killed ‘ond thousands wero wounded, They. 
paint the atrects os running red with’ blood, 
and even say thant the doad wero pushed 
under the ico of the Nova at night. It in 
reslly infumous, They say nothing of isolated 
officers being. sot upon by mobs in the 
streets and hammered into insonsibility, nor 
of policamen killed and wounded. “As a 
matter of fact tho complete rotarns show that 
exactly 126 parsons were killed and that several 
hondred wore wourded, I cannot give you the 
precise figure of the wounded, but you shall have 
the opportunity of roving tho full roports.” 

The Grand Duke wont on to say that the 
statement that Maxim Gorki would he hanged 
wes_nonsen-o, As tothe report that some of 
tha troops hud refused to oboy the commands of 
their officers, tie could simply say that the 
troops did their duty. ‘They were ready, as he 
was rendy, to dio in the streets for the Emperor. 
A workman said to o soldier, “Yor will boa 
workmn goon. perhap:.”. ‘lhe soldier roplied, 
Then p2rkaps you may be x soldier, and know 
what it is to obay) uur oth sud do your duty to 
your Emperor.” 


In-conclusion the correspondent urkod the | 


Grand Duke Vistimir his view rogarding the 
resent situation generally. His Imperial 
ighness replied -— 
© With this unhappy war upon our shoulders 
We are passing through o crisis, I will not 
atiempt to concen! it ; it cannot be concealed ; 
but with the h-lp of God we shal! emorge from 
it as we have emerged from other troubles in the 
past, “At home there are many clomeuts of dis- 
cord, but the situation is not so bad as it is 
painted. ‘1 he disorders ut Warsaw, Kiet, and 
other places are largely industrial and have been 
Pome by depression of trade and consequent 
ack. of employ mont on account ‘of the war. 
‘Thero is nothing revolutionary at tho bottom of 
this. Peopls speak of a Constitution, A 
Constitution would moan tha end of Russis in 
thé future aga State. Anarchy would supor- 
vene, und, whou that was overcome, the Empire 
would be in x conditio.: of disintegration, J’in- 
Jagd. Po'and, and. perhaps other frontier pro- 
vinces would havo broken away. Russia is not 
ripe for « Vonstitution. Go out auong the, 
pensants, w} o comprise tie bulk of the Empire's 
population, and try to explain to the peasant 
goverumont by suffrage. He knows nothing of 
government, and does not even know what the 
word means. He knows his Emporor, and for 
him tho Emperor is everything. Give hima 
vote, and all would bo anarchy, Still there is 
necessity for reforms, aud they will be granted 
by the autocracy. While the principlo of 
autocracy is maintained, the people will have an 
opportunity tobe heard in the government of 
the country. Iam sure of that. They will-be 
given tha meine of prosontipg their needs and 
grievancar direct to the Sovereign.” 


A MAN’S VALUE TO THE WORLD 


There are ons or two suggestive thoughts in 
the following extract from the British Trade 
Revicw,—If you come down to the raw scientist 

‘ou find that the industrial world has no use for 
im atall, and will not ey hin anything, and 
will not employ bim. -The only- opening he has 
is in teaching ; ond, ifhe is not very unpractical, 
there sre a fow Government appointments for 
him. You will find practically all onr lenders 
in row science are scionce-terchers. It may 
“be said that. this shows they are useful, 
It does nof.  Ifyoung men’s education cousisted 
entirely of the study of Aztec Metempirics, some 
of the men that did best in Aztec Metompirics 
might get on inthe world, and the brains that 
made thom do woll at school would make them 
do woll in real work. But there would 
be acertain proportion of men who did well in 
thoir studies, but were of an unpractical turn of 
mind. Thoy would becoms the teachers of the 
next generation, and they would teach Azlec 
Motompirics in o still more unpractical form, 
till the subject would eventaally become as 
completely absurd a8 the present’ publio-echool 
education. But the fact that teachers of Aztec 
Motompirics mide o living in that way would’ 
not prove thut thoy wore really of uso to the 
community, F o 
|__ Similarly, the fact. thet o large army of 
teachers mako sliying by imparting (he “ educa- 
tion ‘of a gentleman ” does not prove that (hey 
are‘of any real use. Our religions come from 
the nursery, and our worldly ideals from the 
schoolroom. Few raen think of anything out- 
side their. particular business, so the’ ideals 
remain. Schoclmasters naturally heye the idea 


| that what they are good at is most, important, | 


OF THE GRAND DUEL “a0 whugeconventton is eot up ‘Tho"value of 


what is called “learning,” “culture,” “educa-. 
tion,” or more. often “knowledge,” is purely o 
convention, with no foundation in fact. What 
iq Senerally known as 9 “learned” man or 
“gchola¢” has only a memory fn'l of intoresting 
but useless item4 gathered from the eorap-heap 
of the past,- Tho sidst ttlyractical science 
toaching is infinitely ahead of this, as it involyos 
reasoning more than memory, and deals with 
the worke of nataro, not of man; but there fs 
always the unavoidable tendoncy towards the 
wopraotical and acadomical, lowever sincera 
and anxious the teachors are to bo a real help 
to their students. , 

Whon J say that o man’s earnings aroa rough 
test of his value to thé world, a great exception 
must bo mado in the ease of genius, A gonius 
does not work for a given employer; he works 
for the world at larg-, and the world at large 
doos not pay him. It would be Indiorous non- 
sens to say that the value of Newton or Fara- 
day could be reckoned in terms of their pecuniar, 
earnings. They did grand work apparently 
because they wern impelled to do it without any 
selfish motive, ‘Chis is trac of the great seien- 
tific mon of to-day, We. think now that we 
have no Nowtone among us; tho noxt generation 
will look back with envy to the present time os 
the day of grent seientifie men, ‘The broad 
rule abont measuring a man by bis earninga 
breaks down, not only im the case of preat 
ganiusos, but, to a proportionate extent, in the 
casa of many original workers in uusppliod 
science, As soon nas research becomes a means 
of advancing the individual, by getting him 
hatter appointments ak n tercher, or gettiag 
‘him kudos—taking gennine kudos ax part of 
tha earning—the rule holds good.
